Washington, Aug. 10.—A message to 
congress vetoing the statehood bill is 
now being prepared by President Taft, 
and he is putting in his summer even­ 
ings in the White House study with 
Secretary H i]les 
It was learned definitely that 
he 
will veto the bill because of the pro­ 
vision for the recall of the judiciary. 
He will write a message to congiess to 
send along with the veto which will 
register in no uncertain terms his ab­ 
solute and uncompromising opposition 
to any plan which will place the ju­ 
diciary of the country under threat 
of recall. 
It is possible that congress 
will 
override his veto. 
House leaflets say 
that this will be done in that body. 
The vote in the senate, 56 to 
18, 
by 
which the* statehood resolution 
was 
passed, indicates that there is serious 
probability of the measure being pass 
od over the president’s 
veto 
there, 
though senate leaders say that there 
may be difficulty in 
getting a 
two- 
thirds vote if the strength of the ad­ 
ministration is openly thrown against 
the resolution F Hi t what congress may 
do is not concerning Mr. Taft so far 
as his policy with regard to the recall 
provision of the Arizona constitution 
is concerned. 
His veto will be prompt and em­ 
phatic. 
The sta'chood bill will prob­ 
ably be the first measure of the extra 
session following reciprocity and re­ 
apportionment. whiMi will be placed 
before him 
He w:f! 
open his 
fight 
immediately upon it 
Arizona and New Mexico will not 
become states so long as the recall 
feature is kept in the Arizona consti­ 
tution if Mr. Taft can possibly help 
it. 
The vote upon the Hill in tHo sen­ 
ate which was placed before him in 
detail surprised him a good deal. The 
vote on the Nelson amendment, which 
provided for the elimination of the 
recall provisionwas 18 to 83. That so 
many senators should have 
waived 
their opposition to the recall princi­ 
ple simply to secure the passage 
of 
the bill seems incomprehensible 
to 
Mr. Taft. 
There is a provision in tin* 
bill that the judiciary 
recall 
shall 
again be voted on by the people of 
Arizona as 
a 
separate 
proposition, 
but this plan does not satisfy Mr. Taft. 
He is opposed to the recall of judges 
as a dangerous principle and does not 
consider that under any conditions it 
should be allowed in a state constitu­ 
tion. 
Representative 
Flood of 
Virginia, 
who sponsored the resolution in the 
bouse, called at the White House and 
discussed the matter with the presi­ 
dent. 
He professed to be greatly sur­ 
prised at Mr. Taft’s attitude and as­ 
serted that he had understood when 
tl z submission provision was added to 
the bill in the house (hat Mr. Taft’s 
wish was to he freed from approving 
the recall provision and that it rould 
be shown beyond doubt by a separate 
vote that the people of Arizona want­ 
ed it placed 
in 
their 
constitution. 
Tiiis was the reason for placing the 
resubmission provision to the bill. He 
added that the house would stand Hy 
the bill as it was and could pass it 
over the president’s veto.
